Juniperus — Junipers, Cedars 


There is a wide variety of forms and textures presented 
among the Junipers. Many are of the tall columnar type un- 
excelled for accent points or sentinels in the garden. Others 
are the low spreading type branching to the ground for use 
on bankings, terraces, or in the foreground of other ever- 
green plantings. 


As a rule Junipers should be used in light poor soil where 
trees such as Arborvitaes would never succeed. Junipers will 
stand hot dry situations, and several varieties will succeed 
in bleak exposed locations near the salt water.

They are similar to the Firs, making splendid avenue 
effects, magnificent groups, and grow rapidly into efficient windbreaks, 
There are, also, among the Spruce, true dwarfs and pygmies eminently 
suited to the foundation planting.

We who live in New England are inclined to take our Pines for granted. 
Certainly the warm green foliage and interesting habit which varies with 
the individual tree of our Native White Pine contribute tremendously to the 
charm of our countryside. 


There are other varieties that have value for particular purposes—for 
planting in wind swept bleak places where the White Pine is not suited— 
for variety in texture and color of foliage. 


A particularly valuable addition is the Pinus thunbergi for areas subject 
to salt spray where almost no other evergreen will succeed. 


Years ago the seeds of this pine were brought to this country and planted 
near the seashore under the most adverse conditions. Through a long se- 
lective process a hardy strain has been developed. Without question this 
is the pine to use for exposed situations. 


The Pines are adaptable to variable conditions of soil and climate. They 
have long needles and wide spreading branches and they develop a rugged 
strength with size. 


Their best use is as large specimens either singly, in groups, or as large 
hedges, windbreaks and screens. There is also the dwarf spreading variety 
useful for foundation or low plantings.

PLANTING SUGGESTIONS 


All our Evergreens are shipped with the roots in a ball of earth 
securely wrapped in burlap. It is important not to let this ball of 
earth become dry. When planting be sure to dig a hole big enough 
to receive ball without breaking or forcing. Remove the burlap before 
filling in with good soil. If the ground is dry, the hole should be 
partly filled with well-trodden earth and then filled with water. When 
the water has soaked in, put in more earth and more water, repeating 
the process until completed. If a slight depression is left about the 
base of the plant, it will help in future watering.
